The war against ro d e n ts 
is constantly growing In scope and 
vigor. 
The most spectacular 
cam­ 
paign now in progress Is in New 
Orleans, where more 
than 
100,000 
rats have already been killed, and 
the rat hunters expect In six months 
to bring the total up to 400,000, re­ 
sulting In complete extermination of 


the pest. 
Charleston, \V. Va., set aside a day 
this month as “Rat 
Extermination 
day” and the slaughter has greatly 
reduced a rat colony which the mayor 
recently declared was twice as great 
as the city's 
population 
anr cost 
Charleston 
$126,000 
a 
year. 
The 
department of New York city Is con­ 
ducting a quiet but effective 
cam­ 
paign against wharf rats. 
San Fran­ 
cisco a year or two ago carried on 
a campaign similar to that of New 
Orleans. 
Many other cities and even 
whole states In various parts of the 
country have adopted a settled plan 
of extermination. 
The immediate cause 
of 
recent 
activity was the appearance of two 
cases of Bubonic plague in New Or­ 
leans. 
This disease,' which in the 
middle ages used to ravage 
Europe 
and paralyze nations, has been dis­ 
covered to be no mysterious visita­ 
tion of Providence but a definite form 
of germ malady, 
communicated by 
fleas which are carried and distri­ 
buted by rats. 
Elimination of rats, 
with other 
reasonable 
precautions, 
stamps out the plague. 
Hats communicate many other dis­ 
eases, and do vast damage In devour­ 
ing and destroying food, 
damaging 
buildings and starting fires. 
Any city 
could well afford to go to any neces­ 
sary expense to kill off Its entire rat 
population, and then 
rat-proof 
its 
buildings, drains and sewers to 
dis­ 
courage rat immigration.

WARNS AGAINST PIRATE

Columbus, July 25.—In spite of the 
most drastic m easures taken against 
so-called private insurance companies 
in Ohio, th ese companies continue to 
prey upon residents of the state and 
are using the mails to further their 
game, according to State Insurance 
Superintendent Robert 
Small. 
Mr. 
Small accordingly has issued a w arn­ 
ing to the public generally and the 
warning urgently suggests th a t the 
individual carefuly inspect any insur­ 
ance schemes that have suspicious an­ 
gles. 
The usual plan of getting vic­ 
tims into the net of fake insurance 
propositions is simple but neverthe­ 
less effective, 
Mr. Small 
declares. 
Three or four m en will form ulate the 
scheme. T h ey will get the confidence 
of a few well known business men, 
who 
often 
quickly “fall for” such 
games, and will use the nam es of 
these business men as bait.

WAR IN VAST NUMBERS 


Foreign Theory 
Is T h at O nly Sm all 


Part of Officer# Need Technical and 


Scientific Schooling, W hereas A m e r ­ 


ican Idea Is to Fit an Officer For a 


H igher Post at a M o m e n t’s Notice. 


Iiow Uncle Sam keeps the officers 
and men in his arm y up to the top 
notch of efficiency is told in a special 
report on “ Educational System s In the 
American Arm y” in the annual report 
of the commissioner of education, 
T he 
statem ent was prepared by Captain 
Douglas MacArthur. 
“ No country in the world has as 
complete 
a 
system 
of 
professional 
scholastic training for its officers as 
the United S ta tes.” declares Captain 
MacArthur. 
“T h is is due to the in 
herent difference between the military 
establishm ents of foreign nations and 
that of our own. 
Their arm ies are a t 
ail times kept upon a war footing, as 
a result of Which they have ample op­ 
portunity tor the perfect training of 
the personnel in the practical duties of 
the military profession. 
“In such an arm y the main object is 
to train every man for the efficient 
perform ance of bis duties in the grade 
which he holds when war comes. 
A 
lieutenant does not dream of becoming 
a captain merely as tlie result of war 
except as a vacancy is made for him in 
the casualties of battle. 
Only in ttie 
sam e way does a captain expect to be 
com e a colonel: nor would the idea bt 
tolerated th at great numbers o f trained 
line officers arc to be suddenly tran s­ 
ferred to various staff positions. 


T ake M y stery From W ar. 
“Their 
organizations 
are 
founded 
upon the theory that there is nothing 
mysterious in the a rt of war, that tech ­ 
nical and scientific training is needed 
by only a small portion of military 
officers and that certain things which 
a Napoleon must know every officer 
must know and can ¡is readily acquire 
as he. while those tilings which differ­ 
entiate a Napoleon from other generals 
cannot be acquired in any school, not 
even in that o f war. 
“ Such a system would be thoroughly 
unsound if transplanted to the A m er­ 
ican army, the organization of which 
is quite different from continental ar­ 
mies.

Donahey wants the laws pertaining 
to state and mineral lands changed 
at the sjpecial session so that existing 
values may not be dissipated. 
He tells of 
one piece sold by the 
state in 
Hooking 
county 
for $420, 
from- which the purchaser had taken 
$150,000 of coal and has the land left 
as good as ever. 
T he principal coal 
lands are Belmont, l^awrence, Gallia, 
Hocking and Columbiana counties. 
The method of disposition, Dona- 
hey claims, is such that the state has 
no chance to protect its rights and 
speculators are picking the land up 
speedily. 
There are not less than 
3,000,000 tons of coal under the Bel­ 
mont county lands, be says investi­ 
gation has proved. 
Urging that the situation is a real 
emergency, 
Donahey 
explains 
some 
of the instances that have been un­ 
covered since he began the investiga­ 
tion, and adds: 
The forbearance of the executive

MONEY ORDERS SOON 


Beginning August 1, a new rate on 
foreign money orders will go into ef­ 
fect, according to notice j .st received 
by Postmaster Gee. 
The new scned- 
ule is worked out on the decimal sys­ 
tem, one cent 
for each dollar for­ 
warded, or one per cent of the s m 
transmitted, and from $1 to $10 the 
rate will be very much cheaper than 
under the present rate schedule. 
At 
the present time different rates are 
maintained for a number of different 
foreign countries, but when the new 
schedule goes into 
effect 
all will 
come under the one general classifi­ 
cation, thus greatly facilitating 
the 
work of money order clerks.
